ADDITIONAL PROBATION TERMS 

1 . The defendant shall notify the Clerk of Court for the U.S. District Court within thirty (30) days of any change of address 
until such time as the financial obligation is paid in full. 

2 Pursuant to 42 USC 1 41 35a, for all felony offenses, the defendant shall submit to the collection and use of DNA 
identification information while incarcerated in the Bureau of Prisons, or at the direction of the Probation Office. 

3 The defendant shall provide the Probation Office with your income tax returns, authorization for release of credit 
information and any other business or financial information in which you have a control or interest. 

4 The defendant is prohibited from incurring new credit charges, opening additional lines of credit, or negotiating or 
consummating any financial contracts without the approval of the Probation Office. 

5. The defendant shall submit to mandatory drug testing as required under 18 USC 3563(a)(5), and if needed, participate 
in a drug treatment program as directed the Probation Office. 

6 The defendant shall pay the balance of any restitution owed at a rate of no less than $600 each month and provide 
verification of same to the Probation Office. Payments are due by the 5th day of every month to the Clerk of the U.S. 
District Court, District of Columbia. 

7 The defendant shall participate in the Home Detention Electronic Monitoring Program for a period of 180 days. During 
this time the defendant shall remain at her place of residence except for employment and other activities approved in 
advance and provide the U.S. Probation Officer with requested documentation. She shall maintain a telephone at her 
place of residence without call fonwarding, call waiting, a modem, caller ID or call back/call block services for the above 
period She shall wear an electronic monitoring device and follow the electronic monitoring procedures as instructed by the 
U. S. Probation Officer. The Court finds defendant does not have the ability to pay the costs of electronic monitonng. 

The Probation Office shall release the presentence investigation report to all appropriate agencies, including treatment 
agencies, in order to execute the sentence of this Court. The treatment agencies shall return the presentence report to the 
Probation Office upon completion of defendant's term of supervised release.
